TRAIN ROBBERS.

K ansas City, Mo., Aug. 13—This morn 
Ing about half-past I o'clock as the passen­ 
ger train on the Kansas City, St. Joe and 
Council Bluffs Road left Winthrop station, 
immediately opposite Atchison, Kansas, 
tour men boarded it, getting on between 
the express and passenger cars. They were 
all well dressed and wore linen ulsters. 
When the train had reached a point about 
a'mile and a half this side of Winthrop, the 
conductor, Mr. Brown, was greeted with 
three cocked pistols in close proximity 
to 
his 
head. 
One 
of 
the 
party 
of robbers, a UU 
fellow, 
acted as 
spokesman. He asked lur. Brown if he bad 
any money, and was answered “Yes, a 
small lot of change," having in the mean­ 
time thrown bis pocketbook away. The 
spokesman then demanded to know if 
Brown was armed, and was answered in 
the negative. Ho was then ordered to go 
back into the express car, winch he did, 
the 
robbers 
meanwhile 
covering 
him 
with 
their 
pistols. 
Upon 
entering the car, the fourth robber, who 
had remained, quietly presented a cocked 
pistol at the head of Mr. Baxter, the ex­ 
press manager, and demanded what money 
wa9 in his safe, and the frightened express­ 
man delivered to him $5,073. Brown was 
then ordered to slop the train, which he 
did; whereupon the robbers lett the tram, 
one at a time, those on the train covering 
the conductor with their weapons until 
the first one had got into position to hold 
him in his place. After they had left the 
tram all leveled their pistols at Brown and 
instructed him promptly to leave with his 
train or they would fire upon him, and as 
the traiu moved on they disappeared in 
darkness, and have not sirree been seen or 
heard of. The transaction a as very rapid 
and quiet, and was uot Known until the 
brakeman, in passing through theltrain, 
told the story.

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The Chair announced that Mr. Williams 
having received a majority ot all the votes 
cast, was the Republican nominee for Con 
grass, which was received wivh hearty ap­ 
plause. 
On motion, the nomination was made 
unanimously, which was carried with a 
rill. 
On motion, Sydney b. Sage and E. W. 
Challa were appointed a committee to 
wait upon Mr. Williams and Inform him ol 
his nomination. Mr. Williams soon ap­ 
peared la the hall and was greeted with a 
hearty round of applause.

There are certain 
other questions which are important and 
even momentous, which are and in the 
nature of things moat be, secondary aod 


in many coonties, without incurnag great 
personal danger, lo organize for a cam ­ 
paign or to vote at the election when held. 
What does this mean? It means that in 
the Slate of South Carolina, a State hav­ 
ing 25,000 Republican majority, that if an 
American citizen shall in me most peacable 
manner deposit the ballot of his choice, he 
shall do it at the peril of his life ; and that 
that peril ia so great, that not even the pol 
iticians who are the most interested in 
holding elections, dare incur the responsi­ 
bility. 
Wisconsin, with her 10,000 to 15,000 
majority, dare put a Republican ticket 
in the field; but South Carolina, with 
lrom 20,000 to 25,OOO majority, dare not do 
it. Do you think th a ts just aud merciful 
God will allow these things to go on perme­ 
ably aod prosperously in our country, while 
we sit down learnedly to discuss questions 
of tariff and finance, and try to convince 
ourselves that 
promise is as good as 
performance, that payment means only 
a promise to pay, accompanied by the sol- 
elrn declaration that we never intend to do 
any such thing; and that we can cut plenary 
power into coin, aud transform arbitrary 
commands into days works I 
I Applause. | 
Do you accuse me of attempting to bring 
these old issues to the front out of their 
natural order 7 Then listen to the voice 
of the Hon. Charles Foster, ut Ohio, the 
very high priest and apostle of reconcilia­ 
tion. a gentleman whose personal fiieud- 
shlpl enjoy, and to whose high integrity as 
a man, I gladly bear testimony. He it was 
who years before the present executive 
was inaugurated, as one ct a committee 
sent to New Orleans to investigate all the 
facts ; for the sake of peace aud harmony 
consented to report, mat from all the en­ 
sanguined fields of Louisiana, there came no 
case of outrage or violence wormy of 
serious consideration. And who, witn the 
same purpose lo View aod actuated by like 
motives, consented lo admit, in substance, 
on the floor of the Uouje of R epresent- 
Uvea,tbat through Republican usurpation or 
misrule, cert nu Elates of this Republic had 
been reduced to the condition of provinces 
or dependencies.' Could concession go fur ­ 
ther 7 Could reconciliation a.-k more? Yet 
what bas been the response as given in Mr. 
Foster's own reported language ? He says 
he believes iii the policy, but is mis 
taken as lo the result, aud that the only 
remedy now possoie, is that * a s did South 
shall be met by a solid N orth!’’ 
Why! 
this is sectionalism! Ten months ago it 
WoulJ have been well nigh treason ! 
Does 
any man suppose that language like this 
could ever come from Charles Foster, ex­ 
cept the penis to his country, as he sees 
and realizes them to-day, lorced it from his 
lips? And will those who have followed 
him so implicitly, now act as nobly as he. 
Will they bravely acknowledge the error, 
and manfully go to work to repair the in­ 
jury r 
The only difference between Mr Foster 
and one so humble as myself, n this: 
fie 
says this year he is mistaken , i saki the 
same th u g last year, the year belore. and 
every year since me adoption of this hoe 
of policy bas becQ.altempied. There were 
certain abuses in* the Republican party 
which needed and which have received 
correction, bat aside from this, what have 
we gained since the breach of 1872 ? From 
that time the work of division aod disinte­ 
gration has gone on. As Republican ma­ 
jorities went down in the North, disorder, 
confusion, riot and bloodshed revived rn 
the South. A tone time we had a two- 
third majority in both Houses of Congress, 
then the two-third vote faded away in the 
House of Representatives, and finally dis­ 
appeared in the Senate. Still the work ot 
crimination and recrimination went on. 
The habit of criticism and complaint be­ 
came so fixed and chronic that eveu lrom 
many Republican journals,staunch and lite 
long Republicans were quite as apt to be 
lied and denounced as were rampant 
and nnrepeQtant|rebels. lo tact from some 
morbid trait in human nature many ut the 
people, themselves, seemed disposed 
to 
feate and laud the latter at the expel'se and 
neglect of the former. 
Under this condition of things there 
could be bat one result. The House of 
Representatives passed speedily Into the 
hands ot the opposition, and this very 
year Confederate brigadiers, who could not 
capture the American army, on the battle 
fields of war, have controlled it absolute 
)y from the floor of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. The very air is lilied with 
mutterings and mysterious portents. More 
than once during the last eighteen months, 
this country has shuddered oq the brink of 
civil war. And those who have bien in 
position 
to know 
the 
most, 
have 
feared 
the 
worst. 
These 
fears 
haye not been confined to Republicans 
alone, but have 
been shared, and arc 
shared to-day, by candid Democrats as 
well. Reflecting men of all parties re­ 
member, that those who have once at­ 
tempted to compass their ends, by violence, 
tumult and bloodshed, resort to these meth­ 
ods more readily a second time. 
And now 
with these dangers impending, with plots 
and counterplots and intrigue without limit, 
the Senate of the United States, that great 
conservative barrier, erected by the Fa­ 
thers themselves aod designed to act as a 
breakwater 
against 
all 
hasty, cor­ 
rupt, and dangerous legislation in tnu low - 
er house, goes down with the rest; hope­ 


lessly In the hands of the opposition, alter 
the 4th of March next. 
And thus, without a star of hope, or a 
gleam of light in the South, with thirty 
representatives created by negro suffrage 
and the Constitutional amendments turned 
against us, with the two houses of Congress 
gone, with the Executive department men* 
naced, with the army, ana navy and the 
treasury in the hands of men who sought 
to destroy the government and who hate 
its defenders; with the only hope left, 
that by sinking all differences among Repub­ 
licans, by silencing all bickerings and com­ 
plaints, and by a vigorous, united and al­ 
most superhuman effort we may rescue 
aud regain the House of Representatives. 
Are we to be told, even In the old, Re­ 
publican First District of Wisconsin, that 
members ot the Republican party, who re­ 
member its tradition, shared its struggles, 
and witnessed its triumphs, are now will­ 
ing, on some false or secondary issue to 
decimate its ranks, divide its strength, aod 
deliver it oyer, bound hand and foot to the 
enemy? Mr. Chairman, I shall believe 
that, when I sec it demonstrated. [Ap­ 
plause.]

That men should differ upon questions of 
finance or kindred questions pertaining to 
the administration of the government, is 
most natural. That these and questions 
relating to labor, and to the rights of la­ 
boring men, will upon ample preparation 
be discussed in the coming canvass with 
care, candor, and considerate regard for the 
opinion of others, I have no doubt, bat if 
the advocates of any of these projects pro­ 
pose to desert the Republican ranks, go 
over to the enemy, aflllltato themselves 
with a party which can only wield power 
in the national councils as it is directed and 
controlled by the Confederate Democrcy of 
the South. It they propose to rob the Re­ 
publican party which has always been their 
friend, of all power to inaugurate or con­ 
duct practical measures of redress, then 
upon their heads, not ours, be the respon 
nihility. 
[Applause.] 
While I feel alive to all these issues, I 
shall not enter upon them here to-day. My 
official record on these questions, so far as 
anybody has cared to read it, is known to 
a1), to Republicans, to Greenbackers, to Na­ 
tionals, to laboring men, to soldiers and to 
Democrats. While it may not be free from 
errors, I haye the consolation of knowing 
that no vote has been dodged and no re­ 
sponsibility evaded.

decide between friends, which made it one 
of the most perplexing and embarrasiog 
duties of my official life. He kindly re­ 
plied that we must do the best we could 
seek to educate the people, and perhaps 
tiod ultimate relief through the channels o 
legislation. 
Now it any gentleman can suggest to 
me any butter method ot complying with 
the requirements of Civil Service Reform, 
I will be obliged to him if he will impart 
it to me even in confidence, and I will en­ 
deavor to follow it as well as I can.
